The National Educational Association, at its conven 
tion at Washington, D. C., late in the month of February, 
renewed its. endorsement of a Department of Education In 
the National Government with a Secretary in the 
dent’s Cabinet. 

The National Educational Association is 
principally, of schoo! teachers, and has in its membership 
probably one-fourth of all the school teac hers in the land 
The original Bill for a Department of Education, known as 
the Smith-Towner Bill, contained provisions for increase 
in teachers’ salaries and for the introduction of new in- 
terests into the curriculum, whose maintenance cost would 
he paid by the federal and state governments. The chic! 
interest in the Bill was to get government support for cer- 
tain purposes in the educational field. Much 
was raised against the Smith-Towner Bill, not only on the 
score of the $100,000,000 appropriation which the nationa! 
government was asked to make and the $100,000,000 appro- 
priation which the states would make jointly, but because 
of the idea of federalizing education and of bringing it into 
politics

Machine of Value 
To Agriculturists 


| Paris, Mar. 8 ~An invention des- 
tined to be of great utility to the 
farmers has been patented by a coun- 
try priest, Abbe Bacle, pastor of the 
village of Treize-Vents. It is a ma- 
chine for setting out cabbage plants. 
The first model was built by the Abbe 
with the help of the local blacksmith 
and a young engineer, and is said to 
function perfectiy, saving about nine- 
tenths of the labor required to set the 
plants by hand.
